STATE ARBOR DAY. 
When Mr. Joaquin Miller proposed to 
inaugurate an Arbor Day in California he 
did well. When General Howard indorsed 
the proposition arid accorded the use of 
Government ground for the purpose, he 
proved himself to be a public-spirited and 
broad-minded man. 
At the time, the 
R e c o r d -U n io n suggested that October 
JOth was too earlv a date. A letter was 
sent from tills office to General Howard 
calling his attention to the fact that in the 
dry valleys tree planting could not be en­ 
gaged in with any prolit until after some 
considerable rain had fallen. This letter 
General Howard transmitted to Mr. 
Miller, with the advice to consider the 
objection well. We have now a letter 
from Mr. Miller saying that in order to 
meet the objection raised and to give a 
date after the fall of rain prepares the 
earth, the Arbor Day has been put a 
month later, on the last Saturday in 
November. This is nearer the right time. 
With early and plentiful rains that date 
will serve. With late raias it may be 
necessary to put it later still, but we 
trast not, for the preparations will now be 
made for the last days in November. 
What remains to be done is to arouse pub­ 
lic attention to the full meaning of this 
initial effort. 
The scheme is to lie one of 
great importance to this people, and 
every man, woman and child in California 
of physical capacity, ought to plant a tree 
on the 27th of November and care for it 
until it can care for itself. Now this is a 
small thing to do for the individual, but 
the aggregate beneficial result will lie very 
great. Suppose two hundred thousand 
trees are planted and that only one hun­ 
dred thousand come to maturity, that 
numlier of sound trees will have direct 
influence upon 
the climate and the 
soil. Repeated for five or six years we 
will have along the north site of most 
farms, wind breaks of inestimable value; in 
moist sections the results will be less ap­ 
preciable than in the valleys where the 
humidity of the atmosphere will he in­ 
creased, and the temperature lowered. In 
low land the soil will be cleared of undue 
moisture, and in dry places greater precip­ 
itation by rain secured. Upon the coast 
ami in warmer atmospheres there will be 
full compensation in several ways just as 
there will be in high altitudes. We can­ 
not now consider in detail the positive 
beneficial effects of the planting, and 
recite the equalizing effects oil climate, 
the increase of wood supply, the protec­ 
tion to man and beast, the cvntribntion to 
health, the driving out of malarial influ­ 
ences, the beautifying of the landscape, 
etc. Tree planting and culture will have 
its moral and social effect and engage the 
thoughts of the children in the State in 
directions that will broaden their intelli­ 
gence, quicken thought, inspire them with 
goodly sentiment and encourage theru in 
public-spirited enterprises. The thing 
now to do is to arrange for a supply of 
voung trees. Happily these are easily and 
cheaply procured, and of the best varie­ 
ties. There is scarcely a family in all the 
State that cannot afford by the last of No­ 
vember to procure a young orange, lemon, 
fir, walnut, elm, or other ornamental shade 
or fruit bearing tree. Jt’.st as far as pos­ 
sible these ought to be set out along public 
highways, and upon the north side of farm 
tracts. 
They should be protected by 
boxes or stakes, wired about securely to 
prevent damage from roving stock, and 
the soil should be well and deeply loosened, 
cleared of other growth, and in all ways 
made fit for the new occupant. Children 
should he encouraged to name the trees 
singly or in small groves, and conqiete 
with each other in securing the best re­ 
sults. When they come to manhood and 
womanhoood they will look upon these 
trees and groves of trees they have so 
named, with utmost pride and satisfaction. 
On last Arbor day in Oh io 100,000 chil­ 
dren took part in celebrating Arlior day, 
and quite as 
many adults, 
while 
as 
many 
more 
looked 
on 
and 
aided by making the occasion 
in 
the 
truest 
sense a 
holiday 
by 
uniting in the processions, gatherings 
and entertainments. Seven States in the 
Union have now their Arbor Days estab­ 
lished by law and four Slates pay a 
premium—small hut encouraging—to all 
who plant trees on tlie»e days and bring 
them to a certain degree of maturity. 
There is not a State in the Union where 
forestry has not now engaged public and 
legislative attention. It is the one subject 
upon which all the people are agreed in 
doing something to resupply “ God’s first 
temples.'’ Mr. Adolph Sutro, a wealthy 
citizen of San Francisco, comes forward 
with a proposition to furnish 40,000 chil­ 
dren in San Francisco with 40,000 trees to 
plant on Arbor Day in that city. Five 
years lienee these 40,000 trees, or if but 
half are cared for and live, the 20,000 will 
be recognized blessings hv all the |>eople 
of the metropolis. There are other citizens 
who can and probably will provide some 
thousands of trees for the children in other 
sections, while tens of thousands will pre­ 
fer to select their own trees and pay for 
them the few cents they will cost. 
At all 
events, let the Arbor Day in California be 
a real one, and let every citizen who feels 


an interest in the State, do something 
toward making the inauguration a success. 
It is perhaps fortunate that it is to be born 
o'" public-spirited effort and not of legisla­ 
tive enactment. If it is entered into with 
any sort of earnestness and generally 
throughout the State, the Legislature can 
lie relied upon to confirm Arlkir Day and 
make it an annual thanksgiving occasion 
of a new order. 


AMERICA DISGRACED, 


T h e extra session of the Legislature 
came to an end on Saturday. It was ill- 
conceived, born in error, and, except for 
one performance, lived a useless life, un­ 
less it lie considered that by reason of its ex­ 
ample a lesson has been taught of the folly 
of attempting to handle great State ques­ 
tions by patent methods and speedy 
processes, and without the doe con­ 
sideration, the calm and 
the de­ 
liberation 
that great economic profo 
lems demand. It would he a very easy 
task to indict the late session and its 
parentage for bad management, unstates­ 
manlike conception of great issues, and 
general incapacity and weakness. But, 
since it refrained from ill legislation and 
had at least the virtue to refuse to rush 
unprepared into tiie adoption of radical 
policies, it is not a necessity that long ser­ 
mons be delivered over it? demise. For 
one thing at least the extra session Ls to 
be thanked—it put a stop to the Sena­ 
torial career of the unrepresentative Mr. 
Ilearst, placing it out of his power to do 
further damage to the State by assailing 
river interests and attempting to array 
California against the dairy industry of 
the country. 
AVe respectfully, and most humbly, and 
with entire sincerity, suggest to our gentle 
and mild-mannered contemporary, the San 
Francisco Examiner, that after reading this 
morning’s dispatches, it blow a trumpet 
blast from its bugle horn and demand that 
more rascals he turned out to give place to 
more Sedgwicks.

CHILLY. 
Very U ncom fortable W eather Yesterday 
for the A ltas and Snow ¡i.ikes 
The Altas went to Alameda yesterday to 
shear the Pioneers, and came home shorn. 
The game was played in the presence of 
probably the largest number of people ever 
assembled in the State to witness a baseball 
contest. It was a very orderly gathering 
for its size, and, while the sympathies of 
the larger number were evidently with the 
Pioneers, the Altas were well treated, and 
whenever they did unusually srood work 
the applause was generous.' Before the 
game there was considerable betting done 
by the spectators, the Altas being favorite 
at $20 to $15 and even $12 50. De Witt Van 
Court officiated as umpire impartially. The 
Altas went to the bat first. Sweeney hit 
the ball hard, causing it to strike the 
pitcher, McMullen on the leg, making him 
lame for the remainder of the game, but 
lie filled the box notwithstanding. The 
ball, after bitting him, rolled toward first 
baseman, who got it and put Sweeney out.

Chicago, September 12th.—The Times 
prints the following special, dated St. Jo­ 
seph, Mo.: M. C. Eames, a well-known 
citizen of Chicago, accompanied by his son, 
was met last night on the arrival of the 
Santa Fe train. The gentleman is return­ 
ing from an extensive trip through the 
South and West, and is thoroughly familiar 
with all the details of the Cutting affair. 
“ Can you say anything calculated to con­ 
firm the story of Sedgwick's alleged esca­ 
pade at the Mexican capital ?” was asked. 
•' Yes,” said he, “ and the story of that 
night’s debauch, in which Sedgwick was 
the central figure, has not been half told. 
While at Socorro, New Mexico, a few days 
ago, I met an acquaintance, a Chicago gen­ 
tleman of wealth and prominence, who 
lias been a resident of the City of Mexico 
for nearly a year past, and who is familiar 
with the Cutting scrape and the subsequent 
action of the Government sending Sedgwick 
to investigate the matter. He told me 
that he was in the City of Mexico when 
Mr. Sedgwick arrived and saw him at the 
Hotel Iturbide, at which Sedgwick stopped. 
Sedgwick came to the City of Mexico with 
a sort of 
flourish of trumpets, 
And was at once sought out and presented 
to the best people of the city, both ladies 
and gentlemen. Sedgwick informed his 
Mexican admirers that he had comeamong 
them a3 a friend from the Government 
which he bad the honor to represent. That 
he had no desire to misrepresent them in 
any manner, and that lie felt especially 
friendly to the people of Mexico. He was 
lavish in his adoration of the people with 
whom lie was temporarily stopping, and 
said that he desired to treat with the au­ 
thorities upon the most friendly terms pos­ 
sible. It is said that he intimated strongly 
that he did not regard the Cutting affair as 
of great consequence, and was inclined to 
believe there was more cry than wool. In 
the City of Mexico 
is a jockey 
club composed of bloods of the city, 
whose parents are wealthy, and wlio 
are themselves regarded as the upper ten 
of Mexican society. They drove him about 
the city, pointed out sights of interest, and 
seemed to delight in doing honor to an 
American representative. When the twi­ 
light of evening had lengthened into dark­ 
ness, and the great Mexican capital was 
wrapped in sweet repose, the young men 
proposed to 
SHOW MR. SEDGWICK THE ELEPHANT DY 
LAMPLIGHT. 
This was after the banquet of which you 
have read. The published reports are true, 
with the possible exception that the mem 
hers of the club did not festoon Sedgwick 
with tlowers nor pin a placard on his coat­ 
tail. In seeing the elephant the whole 
outfit got uproaronsly intoxicated—drunk, 
in fact. They drank at every place they 
visited, sang patriotic songs through the 
streets 
of 
the 
city, and 
made 
Rome howl. 
Sedgwick was 
unable 
to understand much of the Spanish 
language, although it is said he can read 
Spanish; but when it is handled by an 
expert, and rattled oil as the Mexicans do, 
it proves too much for Mr. Sedgwick, as 
was the case on this unfortunate night in 
the history of Sedgwick’s unfortunate ca­ 
reer. But what lie lacked in ability to un­ 
derstand Spanish he made up in his perfect 
confidence in the friendship of his com­ 
panions. He allowed himself to be piloted 
about as a child. As night wore away it 
was proposed to visit houses of a gilded 
reputation. The proposition was adopted 
unanimously, 
SEDGWICK EXPRESSING A DESIltF.TOSEE IT ALL. 
The jolly Mexicans, with their confiding 
American friend, repaired to a house that 
is run bv an American woman known as 
“Four Minnies.” There appears to have 
been a method in this course, viz: to humili­ 
ate him in the presence of his own people. 
Arriving in the disreputable house, 
they were ushered into the best room, 
where several women of the house 
joined in the orgies that followed. All 
manner of vile and vulgar toasts were 
proposed and drank, in which Sedg­ 
wick joined heartily, desiring at all times 
to be agreeable to his new-found friends. 
He little knew or cared what the nature of 
the toasts were, so long as they were pro­ 
posed by Mexican dudes. Toasts applying 
the vilest epithets to the American Gov­ 
ernment and to its people were proposed 
and drank with a wild hurrah, in which 
Sedgwick joined, not knowing that his 
Government was being disgraced and 
be a party 
to 
it. 
No 
wonder 
the dudes laughed at bis credulity. 
After this kind of debauchery bail been 
kept up for some time, it is said that Sedg­ 
wick fell off his chair in a drunken stupor, 
from which he could not be aroused. The 
delight of the Mexicans at the downfall of 
the American representative knew no 
bounds. Turning to the girls who were 
American, and who had witnessed the 
scene with deep chagrin, one of the dudes 
said: 
‘ THERE IS THE REPRESENTATIVE OF YOUR 
GREAT AMERICAN GOVERNMENT, 
Sent here to investigate Mexicans. He is a 
fine specimen of American citizenship!' 
They then left the house, and Sedgwick 
was taken care of by the proprietress of 
‘ Four Minnies,’ where he remained until 
3 o’clock on Sunday afternoon. He was 
taken to his hotel in a closed carriage.” 
WORSE, AND MORE OF IT. 
Chicago, September 12th—A Dallas 
(Texes) special to the Times says : Colonel 
A. .1. Porter, of Dallas, who has spent up­ 
ward of a month in the City of Mexico, 
arrived home to-day. He left"tlie Capitol 
of our sister republic on September 5th, at 
which time the Sedgwick scandal was still 
the sensation of the hour, both with the 
American colony and the Mexican aris­ 
tocracy. The newspaper representatives 
called on Colonel Porter and asked him if 
he had read the accounts in American 
papers of Secretary Dayard's special agent’s 
escapade, and if such accounts in any way 
exaggerated the real facts; to which he re­ 
plied. “ They are ail true, and more than 
half of his disgraceful conduct has never 
been made public. He got disgracefully 
drunk, and attended, a bail given by the 
jockey club, and wound up at a bawdy- 
house known as ‘ Miss Minnie’s.’ ” On 
hearing of it. Colonel George West, form­ 
erly of Parsons, Ks., and now of Wash­ 
ington City, having learned that mem­ 
bers ot the jockey club—which is composed 
of Mexican army officers, officials and rich 
dudes—had cut" Sedgwick's hat and coat 
into shreds, and made him a crown of 
flowers, went to the den of infamy to take 
him a hat and coat, when Sedgwick, who 
was still intoxicated, told him to 
‘ GO TO HELL !’ HE WAS ‘ NO RADY;’ 
He was * able to take care of himself.’ The 
Consul-General wired the fact of Sedgwick’s 
disgraceful escapade to Secretary Bayard. 
Sedgwick walked the streets drunk with 
members of the Jockey Club, and con­ 
ducted himself so shamefully that every 
American in the city hung his head 
in shauie. 
How Sedgwick 
could 
have the 
audacity 
to 
deny 
the 
reports of his conduct is beyond compre­ 
hension. I see that Secretary Bayard has 
stated that he will take the word of Sedg­ 
wick as to the truth of the report. If Sec­ 
retary Bayard wishes proof of his agent's 
guilt lie can get any amount of it from 
American residents of the City of Mexico. 
If Secretary Bayard fails to denounce the 
conduct of his agent, the American resi­ 
dents in Mexico will have no respect for 
him.” 
ALL TOO TRUE. 
Colonel Porter has three agricultural im­ 
plement houses in Mexico. He gives as 
reference as to accuracy of his reports con­ 
cerning Sedgwick's conduct, C. L. Morde- 
cai, formerly a cotton-buyer of Dallas. He 
says that when he left the city the Ameri­ 
can residents, as a rule, were so indignant 
at Sedgwick that they would pass him 
without notice on the streets, save to ex­ 
press their feelings in sneers. News of 
Sedgwick’s denial to the authorities at 
Washington and to certain papers in the 
United S'ates was just being received at 
Mexico at the time of Colohel Forter's de­ 
parture. and leading Americans were 
arranging to have affidavits prepared and; 
forwarded to Washington affirming the 
truth of the reports against Sedgwick. 
AMERICANS HUMILIATED. 
These residents, almost to a unit, took 
the Mexican side of the Cutting affair, but 
declared their humiliation at the disgrace­ 
ful scene to the name of their country 
The higher circles of Mexican society ap­ 
peared delighted at the shame that Sedg­ 


wick had caused his countrymen. Speak­ 
ing of the war spirit created’ by the Cutting 
affair, Colonel Parker said it was, during 
the excitement, of the ver}- bitterist. The 
masses of the people were extremely boast- Í 
ful that Mexico, in a war of invasion, could * 
whip the United States, but the officials 
appeared to know better. He said they 
would be willing to go to war, believing 
that it would unite and solidify the revolu­ 
tionists of the republic to the support of 
the Diaz Administration.

The H ealth of the State. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell. Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, in his report for August, 
just issued, makes the following remarks 
relative to prevailing diseases : 
Reports received from all parts of the 
State indicate that little or no sickness pre­ 
vails ; indeed, one correspondent reports 
that no sickness or death had occurred in 
his part of the country for two months and 
over. 
Twenty-six correspondents report 
that nodeaths had occurred in their vicinity 
for over a month. We are therefore led to 
conclude that, as a rule, California at pres­ 
ent is in a most salubrious condition aud 
unscathed by epidemic disease. 
Cholera infantum, although still preva­ 
lent, as might be expected at this season of 
the year, is not universally prevalent. It is 
mentioned as present in Lemoore, Mari­ 
posa, Martinez, Etna, Alturas, Anaheim, 
Santa Rosa and Downievilie. 
Diarrhea and dysentery seem to be the 
most prevalent of any diseases reported. 
They are mentioned as present in Red 
Bluff, Susanville, Fort Bidwell, Elk Grove, 
Modesto, Lemoore, Cloverdale, Lakeport, 
Martinez, lone, Etna, Hill’s Ferry, Alturas, 
Jolon, Truekee, Gridley, 
Bakersfield, 
Shasta, Grass Valley, Oakland, Stockton, 
Salinas and San Francisco. 
Measles are reported in Salinas and Pope 
valley, very ntild and sporadic only. 
Scarlet fever is reported in Weaverville, 
Truekee, St. Helena, Alturas and Etna 
Mills. The type is very mild, causing but 
slight mortality. 
Diphtheria prevails to a limitedjextent in 
San Francisco, Oakland, Sacramento, Mon­ 
terey, Santa Cruz, Mariposa, Martinez, San 
Diego, St. Helena, Etna and Truekee. The 
difficulty of educating the public into the 
belief of the necessity of quarantining the 
sufferers from this disease is beyond com­ 
prehension. Wc have seen children play­ 
ing in the street suffering from a milii at­ 
tack of diphtheria, who were as capable of 
infecting others with the disease as though 
they had it in the most virulent iorrn. In­ 
deed, we witnessed one death produced by 
contact with these children, and yet their 
parents could not be persuaded to keep 
them iroiu contact with others. It is thus 
that the disease is often diffused from 
house to house and kept alive where it 
ought to be diligently extirpated. Every 
person having it ought to he isolated, and 
every house in which it is ought to be 
quarantined and a colored flag placed in a 
conspicuous position upon the building, to 
mark the location of the enemy. Local 
authorities ought to compel such precau­ 
tions to be taken, as there is no question of 
the disease being wholly nnder the control 
qf efficient sanitary measures. 
Whooping-cough prevails in Colfax, Clo- 
vcrdale, Lakeport, Martinez, Modesto, Ana­ 
heim, Truekee, Redding. Amador City, San 
Diego, Nicolaus, Sail Francisco and Sacra­ 
mento. 
Erysipelas is mentioned as present in a 
tnild form in Lemoore, Martinez, Nicolaus, 
Wheatland, Truekee and Calico. 
Typhoid fever is noticed in many of our 
reports as present.. For instance, in Modoc 
i tr. Forrest writes that the disease prevails 
in Goose Lake district and is of rather a 
severe type. Dr. Fred. Hutchins, of Sierra 
City, reports cases of typhoid fever in cer­ 
tain ill-drained districts of the town. Dr. 
Jump also reports typhoid fever in Forest 
City, owing to some sanitary negligence. It 
is also reported in San Francisco, Peta­ 
luma, Fort Bidwell, Elk Grove, Upper 
Lake, Etna Mills, Alturas, Igo, Oakland 
and Santa Barbara. The cases are, however, 
sporadic, without any epidemic tendency, 
and probably can all be traced to sanitary 
neglect of tiie individual or indifference of 
the authorities. 
Intermittent and remittent fevers prevail 
c xtensivelv throughout the State. Dr. Ba­ 
thurst, writing from Etna Mills, describes 
these fevers as differing in type from those 
usually prevailing, being complicated with 
bowel disorder, which is unusual.

Pioneer B anquet. 
Saturday evening the Association of Pi­ 
oneers gave a grand reception to Francis D. 
Clark, Secretary of the Kew York Society 
of Territorial Pioneers of California. Mr. 
Clark was sent as a delegate from his Soci­ 
ety to be present at the dedication of the 
Pioneer Hall in San Francisco. He was a 
member of Colonel Stevenson’s regiment, 
and at one time a resident of Sacramento. 
Coming to California in 1S47, he had many 
pleasant reminiscences, which he related 
in a most happy manner, of the pioneer 
life anti of the queer actions of the pioneers 
on their arrival here in 1849. He said the 
present President of the New York Society 
was an early settler of Sacramento, once 
its Mayor—Demas Strong. The members 
of the organization were men who bore up 
under the early floods and fires of Sacra­ 
mento, and the early fiies of San Fran­ 
cisco and Stockton.’ After an absence of 
thirty-one years he observed many changes, 
but had the pleasure of meeting several 
of his old comrades of the historic regi­ 
ment, some of whom were members of the 
Sacramento Association of Pioneers. Turn­ 
ing to those referred to, who were sealed 
next him at the head ol the table, lie said : 
” Brothers, we were here when the dis­ 
covery of gold was made on January 18, 
1848;" we were companions in those early 
days, and thank God we are here to-night 
reviving old memories after a lapse of 
nearly forty years.” Wherever a California 
pioneer meets another, there immediately 
springs tip an attachment—they are actu 
ated by sentiment. He had visited the So­ 
cieties of Fioneers at San Francisco. Stock­ 
ton, San Jose and Monterey, and in each 
place they said to him ,‘‘When you reach 
Sacramento you will find a live Society of 
Fioneers.” He was sure that bis exnecta- 
tions were fully realized in that respect; he 
was proud of the ovation he had received. 
Space will not permit giving a full text of 
Ins remarks, full and brimming over with 
wit and interesting anecdote of ihe historic 
days. 
The speech of welcome by George 
W 
Cbeslcy 
was 
in 
his 
usual 
happy style, in fact, an effort worthy 
any man, eloquent and full of feeling. 
In speaking of their rapidly-thinning ranks 
he said : “ We realize the fact that we are 
past the meridian of life; that we are on 
the down grade that leads to the dark val­ 
ley, whither the larger portion of-our early 
comrades have gone, been piloted over the 
tlark river into the unknown beyond ; but 
we take pleasure in the knowledge that we 
are a joyful, happy band, all brothers, and 
when a link is broken we realize it to be a 
loss that cannot be replaced.” 
Remarks were made by John S. Miller, 
Samuel Deal, J. V. Sims and others. The 
banquet table was set with the choicest 
viands and wines, and there was joy unre­ 
strained until a very late hour.

vention, acknowledged they were beaten, 
and apparently accepted their defeat with 
good grace. Ás time passed, however, the 
“ big ten,” who so long had dictated the 
policy of the party in this county, became 
dissatisfied. They longed for an oppor­ 
tunity to be able to “ fix things," denied 
the 'right 
of 
the ‘'little 
six ” 
to call a Convention, and denied the right 
of such Convention to elect a County Cen­ 
tral Committee, ignoring them. Such pro­ 
ceedings, they claimed, were unprece­ 
dented ; the ” ability ’’ and political status ” 
of the new Central Committee, they 
claimed, was not what it should be, and 
hence “ they kick.” The action ot_ the 
Convention that sent delegates to the State 
Convention and elected a County Central 
Committee, they claim, is null and void, and 
that the old committee, represented by tiie 
‘‘big ten,” is still in power. Acting upon this 
assumption, Dr. \V. S. Manlove, Chairman 
of the old committee, called the “ big ten ” 
together at the Capital Hotel—their ren­ 
dezvous—on Saturday afternoon. The 
‘‘big ten” met, and after discussing the 
best methods to employ to “ knock out” 
the “ little six,” they decided to call a pri­ 
mary election for September 25th to elect 
delegates to a County Convention to be 
held on the 28th, three days later. Their 
call for the same appears in the advertising 
columns of this issue of the Recobo- 
U k io k . 
Dr. Manlove, in issuing his call, ad­ 
dressed notices to the “ little six,” but noue 
of them attended the meeting. The rea­ 
son for their non-attendance is clearly set 
forth in the following, which was the re­ 
ply of Jerry N. Payne:

The 
doctor was unmoved, and declared that he 
would not raise his voice [in the campaign 
until this matter of local supremacy was 
settled. 
A brass band was in attendance, and the 
fact that the hotels were tilled with guests 
on attendance at the State Fair, and the 
pool-selling rooms adjacent were filled with 
people, attracted a crowd of several him 
dred people. There was not that usual en­ 
thusiasm manifested at Democratic “whoop- 
ups.” and the “ big ten ” and their follow 
ing looked on with the cold indifference of 
died-in-the-wool Republicans. The Democ­ 
racy seeine to be separated by a river over 
which the bridge has been burned, and no 
doubt the Republicans fondly hope that a 
contract will not be let for the erection of a 
new structure until after the election in 
November. The “ big ten" accuse the

In his pockets was found a 
purse cotaining a pair of gold sleeve 
buttons, agate setting, a two-bladed, buck 
bandied pocket-knife, apparently new. a 
pair of nose eye glasses and a pair of spec 
tacles in a case, a pocket comb, an indelli 
Me pencil, three keys upon a ring. He 
wore a white shirt but no collar. The jury 
could not determine whether it was a case 
of accidental drowning or suicide. The 
effects are in the possession of Justice 
Scully.

Reserved Seats and Ihe M anagers. 
Complaint is made to us of unfairness in 
to the matter of reserved seats at theaters, and 
it is alleged that at the Metropolitan on 
Saturday the wrong was carried to the ex­ 
treme limit. Tue complaint is that while 
but forty or fifty seats were really reserved 
by purchase, quite all the seals iti the dress 
circle were “ turned up,” signifying that 
they had been reserved, and thus patrons 
desiring seats there were compelled to pay 
the reserve price or go to some other sec­ 
tion of the house. In the ordinary accep­ 
tation of the words, “ reserved seats” 
means such scats a3 have been actually taken 
and paid for by patrons during the ¡lay or 
days prior to’the performance, who, for 
the certainty of having seats of their own 
selection, arc willing to pay an extra price. 
But it is understood that managers claim 
that the words “reserved seats,” mean in 
addition, all that the management may 
choose to so mark and sell on the night of 
the performance to accommodate people 
who have not taken the pains to accommo­ 
date themselves. They say it is necessary 
to “reserve” a goodly number for such 
people who come after the doors open, and 
not having reserved their seats, desire to 
purchase sittings in the rows reserved by 
the management, and the}’ add that this is 
the practice in all the best theaters in the 
country. The fact that it is the practice 
adds no strength to tlic defense, unless the 
managers announce to the public that 
certain parts of the house -certain rows— 
are to be sold as reserved seats, which 
would simply amount to making another 
section and another price of admission to 
the house. But when it is simply adver­ 
tised that reserved seats are so much, or so 
much, it is not understood by the public 
of Sacramento that it means certain rows 
are reserved by the management. Any 
Other construction misleads and is unfair. 
This “ reserved ” business is the cause of 
more ill-feeling, loss of patronage and dis­ 
satisfaction than anything else. If the 
management of the Metropolitan, or any 
other theater, simply announces a price for 
reserved seats, it is an imposition to make 
a solitary seat as a “ reserve” to any who 
have not, prior to the opening of the doors, 
taken the pains to select seats and reserve 
the sitting. However the managers may 
construe or defend, the general public will 
continue to regard this managerial reserva­ 
tion as simply indirect means of gathering 
in additional shekels The way to pre­ 
vent all trouble and misconception is, either 
to reserve no seats except they ate secured 
prior to the opening of ihe doors, or else to 
announce fairly and clearly that a portion 
of the house is reserved and sold at an ad­ 
vanced price. Any other method will re­ 
sult in loss to the management, which, 
however, must be assumed to know its own 
business.

Seriously H urt. 
About 12 o’clock yesterday, while Mrs. 
M. Stevens was turning the southwest 
rner of Third and J streets, she was 
thrown out of her phaeton upon the stone 
pavement. She was picked up in an in­ 
sensible condition, placed in a carriage and 
taken to her home. She regained con­ 
sciousness after a short time, but the at­ 
tending physician was unable to determine 
the extent of her injuries, as she com­ 
plained of pains in her side and back. She 
received a scalp wound on the back of her 
head, and one arm was seriously hurt.

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all tlie members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER ONE. 


S e c t io n 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exempt under Ihe laws of tne 
United States, shall be taxed In proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
~ e word property, as used iu this article and 
(ion, is hereby’declared lo include moneys, 
credits, bouds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and sucli as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall tie deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; aud, 
provid'd further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Seciiou Ten o! this article; and, 
provid'd further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation ot Bhlps 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this t-tate, or may tax such ships and vessels ou 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also j.rovide, 
except in case of credits seemed by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents 'f this Stale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this state to make aud deliver 
to the Couutv Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ten ol this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
h'is control, at twelve o'clock meridian ou the 
first Monday iu March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
iu the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is Eitualed, ill the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, iu this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual lax of two and 
a half per cent iqion the gross earnings, earned 
within this StaU-, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which lax shall be in lien of 
all other State and county taxes upon the Iran- 
chise, bnsiness, right ol way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
aj.purtenauces, and upon ferryljoats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga- 
liou by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to sucli cor­ 
poration or person shall he assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the ihirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall ho, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by tne State Board of Equalization, 
under such rulés and regulations as may bo pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any lime pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this Stale, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—'The gross earnings which, diirlhg the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this state, which shall 
be ascertained bv appoitlouing such earnings 
between this State and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which tho number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used iu making such earnings, bears to"he 
whole number of miles thereof, hv the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the state, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed lo be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all pur;.oses of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and tw othir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in tbe several countlea For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall he a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such mauner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall lie subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other proie 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any Incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, Joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business In this State, or any one or more ol 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc 
tion or otherwise, to Interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law. except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, aud then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, or lute 
Court, ol a sum equal to the amount of one ot 
the taxes so laid upon tho property In question; 


prmnded, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the Tax C'ollectjr to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. Ail such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It snail be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as tlie Legislature may designate. nntU 
such actions shall have been anally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ceount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; und all laws in force at the adop'ionof 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain iu lull force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature.

peating rifle. The first bullet hit his father in 
the breast, and he fell to the ground, dying 
in half an hour. 
The third shot instantly 
killed H ubbard. Aiken whipped up the 


horses and m ade his escape. Young Payne 
then rode back. 
It is stated that old man 
Payne made a dying confession that in the 
parting interview w ith his wife he told her 
to tell their son to rescue him , even if the 
officer had to be killed.

D O M E ST IC N E W S . 


S atu rd ay ’s Y acht R ace. 
N e w Y o r k , September 12th.—The fate of 
the A m erican cup was decided yesterday— 
for another year at least. The race resulted 
in a glorious victory for the sloop May­ 
flower. 
W hen she finished this evening at 
0:15:40 the Galatea was nearly two miles 
astern. The course was twenty miles to 
leeward and return from Scotland light­ 
ship. The race was sailed in a breeze that 
blew fresh from the northwest fur three 
hours, then canting two points to west­ 
ward, it felt light, tbe last hours of the con­ 
test being little better than a drift. The 
Mayflower only had Snt.20s. to spare when 
slie crossed the finish line, as the tim e lim it 
of the race was seven hours. The Galatea 
was defeated ou every point of sailing by 
the Mayflower. In the tu n to the outer 
mark, with spinnakers set, she was beaten 
13m. 453., and in windward work over half 
an hour. There is great rejoicing among 
yachtsm en here to-night, while the Bos­ 
tonians arc fairly wild with delight. The 
following shows the records of the races: 
Mayflower—Start, 11:22:40; finish, 0:11:40; 
elapsed time, 0:49:00; corrected time, 6:49:00. 
Galatea—Start, 11:24:10; finish, 0:42:58; 
elapsed 
time, 
7:18:48; 
corrected time, 
7:18:09. 
It is said that the challenge of General 
Paine, of the Mayflower, to Lieutenant 
H enn, to go dowii river and wait for a 
how ling gale in which to sail a race, was 
an after-dinner inspiration, and Henn, over 
his wine, accepted it, but when next m orn­ 
ing General Paine sent him a m em oran­ 
dum of the agreement to be signed, he 
showed it to Webb and the latter vetoed it, 
whereupon Lieutenant H enn sent word to 
Paine w ithdraw ing his acceptance. Among 
those best informed it is not believed tiie 
Galatea will sail any more races in this 
country. The name of the Galatea does 
not appear among the entries fur the New­ 
port races. 
The Tribune says, editorially: “ A m eri­ 
cans will do well to m ake the most of their 
success in defending America's cup. Yacht- 
building is alm ost llie only branch of m ari­ 
time architecture in which they retain 
their old-time supremacy. Forty years ago 
the best designs for cii.iper ships and ves­ 
sels o f war were fashioned by American 
hands. To-day an A dm inistration is in 
power that so far discredits American abil­ 
ity to provide naval designs that it pur­ 
chases them in England.” 
E a ste rn R acing. 
Susepsiiead Bay, September 12th.—E x ­ 
trem ely fast tim e was made here yesterday, 
Blue W ing winning the Sheepslicad stakes 
in 2:08, King Fox the Flatbush in 1:27}, 
Exile tho handicap of a m ile and five fur­ 
longs in 2:48} and Burch the racing stakes 
in 1:41. E xile's time beats the record, 2:49, 
made by Ben D’Or at Saratoga, but as Ben 
D'Or carried 125 pounds to Exile’s 115, Ben 
.D'Or's feat was far greater than Exile’s. 
Electric made the pace so fast for the first 
half mile in the Sheepslicad handicap as 
to settle Elkwood, Huusatonie, Linden and 
Ban Fox him self also, but he was in serious 
trouble before hom estretch was reached 
and finished fourth. 
In the first race, one mile. Harefoot won 
by a length, in 1:43, A lf Kstell second, a 
length before Estrella, Gardey fourth. 
In 
the second race, the Shcepsbead stakes, one 
and a half mile, the start was excellent, all 
ten horses being on even terms. Electric, 
attended by Peekskill, set out to m ake the 
pace, a;id made it so strong that Elkwood, 
Ban Fox, Linden and Housatonic were 
hopelessly out of it before the first half­ 
m ile was finished. They could never get 
near the leaders. 
Along the backstretch 
Electric led by a length, Peekskill second, 
half alength before|Mollie McCarthy's Last, 
Brown Duke fourth and Blue W ing fifth. 
On the lower turn Mollie’s Last, Brown 
Duke and Blue W ing closed rapidly with 
Electric, who was tiring badly. 
In the 
homestretch Blue W ing sailed to tbe front 
and with ease w inning the race by two 
lengths, Mollie M cCarthy's Last second, a 
length before Peekskill, who was a neck 
before Electric, the others, including King 
of Norfolk, straggling in. Time, 2:08. 
In the third race for the Flatbush stakes, 
seven furlongs, four horses ran. King Fox 
won w ith great ease by three lengths, 
Kingston second, three lengths before Liz­ 
zie Krepps, who was six lengths before 
Bessie June. Time, 1:273. 
T he S o u th ern Sufferers. 
Charleston, September 12th.—It was 
bright and beautiful yesterday, though it 
rained heavily in the early morning. The 
people are generally returning to their 
houses, and the num ber of temporary 
shelters and tents is rapidly diminishing.

F O R E IG N N E W S. 


“ D er W aclit A m R h ein .” 
B e rlin , September 12th.—The meeting 
of the Reichstag is awaited with m uch in­ 
terest. Nobody believes that the business 
of the session will be limited to the discus-' 
sion of the Spanish question. It is re­ 
ported that Prince Bismarck, in his expla­ 
nation of the European situation, will 
seize the occasion to convey a frank w arn­ 
ing to France. The North German Gaeette 
and other official papers comment unceas­ 
ingly on what they term the bellicose m an­ 
ifestations of France, and they denounce 
General Boulanger's project for organizing 
the French arm y as an im m ediate' menace 
to Germany. Further reasons are also 
given why Bismarck should direct atten­ 
tion to France. It is asserted that he will 
adopt this course in order to divert the 
m inds of tbe people from his unpopular 
policy regarding Russia and to obtain a re­ 
newal of the m ilitary septenaie and in­ 
creased war charges, among which is the 
cost of the production of new repeating 
rifles.

the m ajority of his colleagues, and Lord 
H arrington and the Liberal Unionists gen­ 
erally are believed to be against it. The 
first two parts of the bill will recei ve no 
support from the Tories or Liberal-Union- 
ists. They see no reason for disturbing the 
land settlem ent of 1881 by adm itting lease­ 
holders to the benefit of that Act. Glad­ 
stone him self is expected to resist that pro­ 
posal. Nor does the suggestion for a gen­ 
eral revision of rents attract support,

offer, that the Courts should in each case 
determine on w hat term s im m ediate evic­ 
tions should be suspended.
